THE DAY'S EVENTS IN DETAIL. 



The awful scenes enacted in this city 
i^ednesday are a fearfnl warning to all 
ltiitfolt>mtM Af the Dick Oolenuun atripe. 

Hit orioM. aosQitUag to Ua* own oo»> 
lesBion, in all its horrible details, was 
one of the moet heinons, ono ol tho moit 
ondisb, ever oommitted. 
flia gdSlt inm MU-ocadmad, tbo wnteb 
had acknowledged . that bo deserved 
death, and there was no stayinK the 
hitoda of the crowd when they onoe got 
sight of tho bnito, iaifiuflatad aa t&ey 
wvro by tbooghta tba awfol tortore 
inflicted by the wretch npon the dear one 
whom they all lofod, oithac aa neighbor, 
friend or relative. 

Apparently, the intense feeling aroaaed 
by the atroctoos crime on October 5th 
had subsided. It bad been Judge Har- 
beson's intention when theOircoit Ooort 
cottTMtedl to haaar Oalaman'a aaao atfha 
aarliest possible momebt, and than to 
have the sentence executed as soon as 
the law would permit. He had received 
aaaorancaa from aoma sonroa ho raganled 
as reliablo Ihit there woold bo no at- 
tempt at violence, but that the law would 
be allowed to take its course, provided 
there was no effort to delay. 

Bot whilo to ootwnid appa aa aasaa tha 
iaieUng had qaieted down, yet it waa but 
lO qniet that preceded the storm. 
IhO court had been misled purposely 
No company of State militia waa wanted 
e by the Icrowd of determined man; 
they knew it meant bloodghed,— proba- 
^ bly the sacrifice of the lives of many 
citizens. They no donbt know any Out- 
ward maniieatatloa o^ their IntanUoha 
■faeant that the negro wonld be brouRht 
H^ere under protection of a eomyany of

Friends in Obvington kept the crowd 
i' a9#ri*^<^ of developments. When the 
t ottowB left Covington with the prisoner, 
■ tha news was soon know» In thiaoity.

Men numbering a hundred or so were 
assembled at the depot when the train 
arrived. Sheriff FWrine, Deputy Sheriff 
Boboraon, Dalaeliva E. W. FItaiarald, 
accompanied by Turnkey Mauer of Cov- 
ington, had the prisoner in charge. 
Coleman was handcufied. The lofficers 
iwero Jolaad by Do|ni^ ttorlfl Madtay, 
Chief of Police Donovan, Ooaatl^e 
Doufrlaes McDowell, Special Deputy ^er- 
ids W. A. Wella and Emery McDowell, 
and members of the police force, num- 
bering in all ten of a doian man. 

The first attempt at violence^was made 
as the officers were leaving the train. A 
man in the crowd drew a pistol and it 
was evidently his intontion to ahoot the 
prisoner at first opportunity. The man 
was prevented, bowavar,. (rOdi CUtjfia$ 
out tus purpose. 

The squad of ofloaia hurried towarc 
tft» court tothi oioarA Uaiaaabt at 
every step. 

Up Second to Court, and then south on 
Court, and tha officers were almoat to 
tha court houso btdltftttR #bair n crowd 
surged through the lowar bl^ wayrMHi 
out into Court street. 

The officers were juat at the north end 
of Qo(Mri bobaei ^aii OblMiaa waa 
seised by the noek by soma ona in ttte 
crowd.

Offlcers who draw tiieir pistols, had 
their arms pinioned ere they could use 
their weapons, and while determined 
man aftood 0mi fdr a lairnil^vtaab''ttia 
crowd hurried back to Second and started 
east with the cowering wretch, who was 
beaten and cuffed aa he was pulled hither 
and thithar, and poabad or half draggad

To this pit the crowd hurried with the 
negro. The rope with which Bulger, tha 



rapist, waa aaaentad some yoaia ago had 

bisen procured and fastened about Cole- 
man's neck. He was allowed to pause 
on die brink of tha pit for an instant, 
'and tba» Ordared by thaaa balow to eenao 
down. He moved not, and then the rope 
was tightened and the wretch was pulled 
headlong into the pit. He was lashed to 
jth* mtUmt, (mA tbas bmab and gtaas 
|«riddil ndbfoflid tiaa wera pflad about and 
over him until he waa for the time hid 
from view. Then the match was applied 
iaad ihm wralch waa alowly tortured to 
dtath. 

It would be useless to try to attempt 
to correct the many horrible reports sent 
broadcast over the country; The plain 
truth ia MMa isavgb «illkmt any 
ezaggaratkm. An ayai^itneaa says the 
wretch's eyea were not srouged or cut out. 
No ooal oil waa naad until after death. 

Vkott «M tbM Iba aaRioinii aalMd 
by tha dttard, &a havar nttaiad a word 
or cry, so far as could be learned, until 
ho was asked if he wanted anything. 
EHa only words were for a drink. 

Aftar death had nllavad tha wrateh of 
his suffatfigii hla body Wia albwly Indn* 
era ted. 

Thousands visited tha gnuaeme scene 
during tba aftamoon. 
After 3 o'clock 'Sqniia Jaoob ICUlar 

had Deputy Sheriff Mackey summon a 
a jury and held an inquest. Coroner 
Wood waa absent from town. The jury 
was oompoaad of Jamaa (X Owaaa, Frank 
Pumell, Robert McGlone, James Hamil- 
ton, Thomas Stevenson and James Pur- 
nell. They returned a verdict that the 
bonaa before tbam war* tba remains of 
Dick Coleman, who eama to lila death at 
the hands of an infuriated OTOwd of the 
friends, neighbors and relaUves of Mrs. 
Jamaa Laahbrooka, whom Coleman had 
brqiallft eiliaitd aad muidarad. 

After the inquest the bones, what few 
were left, were gathered op by Infirmary 
Superintendent Ed. Slattery (by direc- 
tion fd *Sqidf Millar)* placed in a box 
and bnriad ia tlM inflrmary bntying- 
ground.

6.— A courier baa 
Just arrived here from the scene of 
the Yaqui war wtth dispatches from 
General Torres for the war depart- 
ment. This courier reports that the 
fighting between the Taqul Indians 
and General Torrea' troopa ceased 
Nov. 28. the Indians retreating toward 
Tonlchl. The courier says the Ya- 
qula' losses in killed and wounded 
during the 10 days* engagement were 
estimated at 200. The Ifezican loaaea 
Were 16 k illed and 80 wouU ded. 

Gordon on the Philippines. 

Minneapolis, Dec. 6. — General John 
B. Gordon of Georgia, now and for the 
past 10 years commander-in-chief of 
the Confederate Veterans of America, 
made a declaration on the Philippine 
question. He said: "Hy sympathies 
go out to the mta who are fighting 
under the stars and stripes wherever 
they are, and I am not in favor of 
puUing tho flat *>wn. I guaaa lOiat 
shows where I stand."

Goods between tbe 
islands and the Unfted States are to 
be exchanged as between the states. 

A concurrent resolution adopte<l by 
the legislature of Michigan waa pre- 
sented by Mr. McMllbin (Mich.). The 
resolution protasted agalnat the pol- 
icy of tha RuaalM tfovaniBient toward 
Finland and it was referred to the 
committee on foreign relations.

Mormon Statesman May Be SeM te 

the United Ktates Senatev 
Washington, Dec. 6.— If Mr. Rol)erta 
is finally rejected by the house of 
repreaentatlvea, as seems inevitable, 
there la a possibility that ha may 
come forward as a claimant fb^ a seat 
in the senate. His rejection by the 
house, it is expected, will add to bis 
popnlartty in Utah and H ia auggeated 
that If Mr. Quay Is seated by tbe sen- 
ate, the Democratic governor of 
Utah may appoint Mr. Roberts to fill 
the vacancy that exists in Utah's rep- 
resentation in that body. 

In a algnad atatomant Mr. Roberts 
says: 

"The action of the house in niy ( ase 
was not a surprise to me. The whole 
matter was evidently prejudiced. 
When the queatlon cornea to be con- 
sidered by members of the house after 
the pressure of public opinion Is re- 
moved, I think the case will stand as 
a vicious violation of the well estab- 
lished pracedenta which have txad the 
rules of the houae. The foundation is 
now laid for confusion, chaos and rev- 
olution in the organization of the 
house and tbe rights of members 
therein. The action is the result of 
sectarian hate. The right of repre- 
sentation of a sovereign state has been 
denied by this section. I do not con- 
sider my case toat and ahall il^t to 
the last." 

To Investigate Roberta. 
Washington, Dec. 6.— After an in- 
teresting debate of three hours the 
house, by a vote of 302 to 30, adopted 
the resolution offered by Mr. Tayler 
of Ohio for tbe appointment of a spe- 
cial committee to Investlgata the 
ohargea against Brigham H. Roberts, 
the Mormon representative-elect from 
Utah. Pending the Investigation Mr. 
Roberta ia denied a seat in the house, 
lapraaaalativa Taylar haa oalied a 
ataatiaff oC the committee for Wednes- 
day noon. Mr. Tayler says this initial 
meeting will detemloa UPOtt ft ggaarai 
line of action.

Prom Nktal dlapatchea forecast a 
terrible battle Impending on the Tu- 
gela river. The most ominous one 
was dated Nov. 26, which stated that 
the Boers had captured 250 head ot 
cattle belonging to the garrison and 
that shells were occasionally doing 
much mischief. The garrison was ev- 
idently caating anxiont eyaa aonth> 
ward. 

QmnouadiBf haa been insaaaant at 

Ladysmith and shells ara oonstantly 
dropping Inside tbe British lines with 
an in( reased number of casualties. The 
British gune are replying ateadlly. a 
reaaaurlng sign that tbe ammunition 

is holding out. 

A dispatch from Freere, dated Sun- 
day, Dec. 3, reports that In Colonel 
Lord Dundonald*a reconnaiaaance near 
Colenso, IB Boers were tilled and 
many wounded. The road bridge 
across the Tugela river is intact. The 
same message reports that President 
Kruger la anxious that the burghera 
laata tadyamith im order to opiNwa 
the British marching in tlia diraOthm 
of Pretoria from the west 

Advices from PuttersKraal, head- 
auarters of General Gatacre's division, 
aay the Boera entered Doordrecht tlu 
morning. This Is probably Grobler'a 
force of 1,500 men from Stormberg. 

Additional news from Ladysmith 
brings the history of the beleaguered 
garriaon up to Nov. 19. In apita of 
the rumors of a retrograde movement 
upon the part of the Boers, the stories 
Just received show that the garrison, 
although still strong, was suffering 
from confinement, restricted diet and 
the Increasing volume of the Boer ar- 
tlllery fire, especially that of addi- 
tional heavy calibre gun placed in 
position 6,000 yards from the western 
defenses. The Boers have dlacovOrod 
the most vulnerable points of the gar- 
rison and shelling was becoming dlk'- 
affreeably effective. The rations had 
been reduced and there was a great 
deal of sickness. NOverthalaaa tlia 
troops of the garrison were in every 
way preparing to meet the assault 
whifh it was anticipatt'il the Doers 
would carry out In a final effort to re- 
duee the city.

Bnt at the last ses- 
sion of ConRrees, or the previous session, 
the companies succeeded in lobbying a 
bill through exempting them from these 
penaltiee. The poor feliowa, liowever, 
who have to face these long drives over 
rough country roada in the severest 
wenther and. for but little pay are 
moloted in heavy flnaa if tbay are not 
riiiht on time.

The trust's abuse of the power given 
it by the tarifi is illustrated by one of 
the recent results, namely, the importa- 
tion of two cantoee of steel guard rails, 
one heioK brought from 'Scotland, the 
other from Germany. These rails were to 
fill orders from various street railway 
lines in Eastern cities. This country ex 
ports steel rails. A few months Ago one 
mill shipped 70,000 tons to North Ohina, 
and a larger amount has been engaged 
for future delivery. From this one 
might infer that American street rail 
waya ought to be able to get steel rails 
cheaper here than abroad. As a matter 
of fact, on the two cargoes of imported 
rails just mentioned, there waa a aaving 
of 25 per cent, on the trust's prices. 
Tlie trouble arises from the fact that the 
steel combine, protected by |7.84 duty, 
ezaeta from home buyers of ndla a 
profit of 100 per cent, while sellin); 
abroad at low figures. For this reason it 
is cheaper to buy guard rails from Scot 
land than from a steel rail mill across the 
street. The fact that the demand for 
such rails is restricted accounts in part 
for the trust's ezceaaive greedineei in 
this case and subsequent failure to ex- 
clude foreign competition.

Rev. Dr. N. Dwight Hlllis, of Ply 
mouth Church, Brooklyn, preached last 
Sunday week • aermon on "ThoSfe 

of Providence and the Worldwide Iri' 
uraph of Christianity," which haa at- 
tracted considerable attention and oau<>ed 
much comment. Dr. Uillia standa 
the very first rank of Aniefloan preach 
ers. He has as many ndmirera as Tdl 
msga and is declared by some to be th 
peer of the Washington man. In bia ser- 
mon last Sunday week he began by de- 
scribing the descent made upon Home 
by the Oermaa barberiaBa, and he aaid 
of them : 

"Obeying signals bung out upon the 
heavenly battlemente, keeping step to 
the sound of unseen music, guided by a 
general who dwelt above the atara and 

beyond them, the forest children fulfilled 
their campaign, broke through the op 
posing ranka, swept down upon the imper 

ial city, overcame the old corrupt race 
saved the Roman law and inatitutioua 
and with Joy received theOhriatian Ideaa 
and principles. Returning homeward 
these eager disciples carried Christianity 
back to the feraota of Germany, to the 
rich vineyards and orchards where the 
Huguenots were to dwell, and, following 
in the steps of Julius Cicjar, crossed over 
from Calais and sowed England, Scotland 
and Ireland with the good seed of Chris- 
tian civilisation." 

The next great epoch in "The St^teay 
of Providence" was in the sixteen b cen 
tury, when, as Dr. Uillia says, "God 
raised up six gianta, generals all, each 
leadine his own boat"— Martin Lnther, 
Erasmug, Guttenberg, Calvin and Wil- 
liam the Silent. Concisely summarizing 
the remarkable aehievementa of these 
colossal figures in the history of the 
world, Dr. Hillis turned to the advance 
made by Christianity in Japan, India, 
China, Africa and the far-off islands of 
Eaatem seas. Some of his striking sen 
tences read as follows: "Events are big 
with destiny. God is deluging the world 
with His divinity. Christianity aeems 
to be enteiiiig upon a movement of 
world-wide conquest. Reasons are not 
wanting for believing that before the 
first century of trciUy regulations with 
Japan has closed, Christianity will have 
been proclaimed in Japan by royal de- 
cree. 'I can forsee the dawn of a cen- 
tury,' says a great traveler, 'when China 
will be the stronghold of Christianity.' 
More striking still the new spirit that 
has swept over India. Max Muller tells 
us that he dicoerns that a new India has 
come into being, and that Christian 
teachers and missionaries have wrought 
a chaiiK'e that is namoleps and sulnle, 
indeed, but so profound as to amount to 
a tranatormatloB. * * * In libraries 
and lecture halls are found nearly 5,000. 
000 young men and women— teachers 
soon to be able to instruct India's 800, 
000,000 of people. Of Africa, too, it may 
be said, 'the old world is dead and a new 
one ia born.' Opportune, aleo, is the in 
crease ot wealth in tlie hands of the 
Christian Church. Our national treat 
ure ia now eatimated at $k7,000,(XX),000i 
and England's at t60,000,000,000. Al- 
ready the time haa come when nearly 
one-half of the entire wealth of the worM 
is in the hands of the English speaking 
and Christian natioos." 
In his peroration Dr. Hillis said: 
"Our own beloved land lua also grown 
bright under the iaflueaee of Ohria- 
tianity and roseate under its benevo- 
lence. Now seems to have come a time 
when Christianity is to become universal, 
moving like a beautiful civilization over 
all the earth. Summer asks ea«rh pi ant 
to blossom, and Providence invites every 
nation to leave far behind its mud gods, 
the charms of medicine men, it« demons, 
its ignorance and superstition. The lo- 
oomotivea in India threaten the ear of 
Juggernaut. The oollegaa of India ter- 
bid the slaying of child wives. The 
freedom of the merchanta in the Free 
Congo State makea the old slavery unen- 
durable. The trade winds have blown 
the seeds of liberty from field to field. 
The patha of commerce are becoming as 
broad as an Appiaa Way, and in the noble 
emulation all the races are hastening 
their onward march. Even nations but 
yesterday called pagan are beginning to 
dub forward with great power. The 
paths of art and education, of music and 
morals, of law and iibertyi are aoon to 
be trod by children of black and brown 
and yellow and red liue, not less than by 
their white brothers. Already Chris- 
tianity haa ereated a new Japan of the 
old Japan. Nothing,' hut the natural 
scenery remains. Among the older na- 
tioM, ObJm and India, Africa and the 
islands of the sea, U6d is abroad— His 
mission, recovery. The strategy of Prov-

Pork, it ia said, is the thing which will 
cause the manufacftirers much worry tir 
fore the end of next month's deliveries. 
Although talli of a ooraer ia oonddered 
hardly rational at the moment, it is de- 
clared in some quarters that conditions 
are favorable for boosting the price of 
January pork to a dizzy height before tiie 
expiration of the option. 

Home of the shrewdest operators in the 
market, it is claimed, have already taken 
steps toward gaining such a position as 
will give them the control of prices later 
OB. This, it is pointed out, is suggested 
by a persistent buyiag ol January p<^ 
which has been toiogoB for more than a 
week. « 

New mlea governing the manufaoture 
of mess pork are chitfly rcpponeible for 
the large shortage. These require that 
all pork in order to he delivered on oott> 
tracts must be "fully cured." In order 
that pork should be fully cured it is said 
it must stand for about 60 days, SO that 
all the pork available on January con- 
tracta is that made up in the last two 
months, as the packing season was not 
opea until October 1. 

Stoeke of new pork on November 80 
were only 1G,176 barrels, and additions to 
this amount will necessarily be small, as 
there is little time left for msking pork 
that would become At for oontiaet by the 
end of January. 

The reaeoa packers find tbemeelves in 
their present uncomfortable position is 
said to be because the demand for other 
cnta of meat was so much more urgent 
that they neglected making pork at the 
time they engaged in free short selling 
in this article in the early fall with a view 
to depressing prices for hogs. 

While pork is the real cause for worry, 
it ia also claimed stocks of other meats 
are down so low as to materially aid a 
boll campaign in pork. A well-known 
trader said: 

"While I do not believe there is room 
for talk of a 'corner' at the moment, the 
opportunity, nevertheleaa, ia there, and 
unless the packers get busy soon I ex* 
peot to sea tnrnUe whaa the January 
daUveriee aet in."
